The orchard trees should be far 
enough away from the wind break at all 
points so that they will bo inside of the 
line of anew banks. It ia desirable to 
have banks of snow piled up in close 
vicinitv to the orchard, bnt it is not de- 
sirable to have the trees themselves 
buried up iu the snow on account of 
breaking down and tbe ravages caused 
by mice in girdling. Havo the wind 
break on tbe east side more dense and 
heavy than on the west and north. 


ilnch depends on tbe orchard site se- 


lected. There are many places where 
first class sues for orchards can be fani.d 
on high rolling laud or bluffs in close 
proximity to streams. A north slope is 
to be preferred, and many sites for or- 
chards can b^ found where no protection 
is needed, 'lucre are thousands of farms, 
however, oti what is called level prniries. 
On this land select tbe site for tho or- 
chard if possible on a north slope, plant 
wind breaks as described, set small ap- 
ple tress, headed love, protect trunks 
and large branches from the sun, clc 
bnt little pruning and what yon do prune 
•take from tbe northeast side of the tree 
or off tbe extreme top. Cultivate well, 
rising pitiiity of fertilizers on tcp of th' 
ground ns far as the apple roots extend, 
and yon will meet with success.

Since wheat has been so low it has 
taken the place of that crop, being 
grown only for its seed, -which general- 
ly sells for nearly twice as much a bushed 
a* wheat. The flax will not prctluco i 
many b"shols as wbant, bnt it ia quite 
as easily grown. If there were souie
